RIVER TRAGEDY. 


WOMEN DRIVEN INSANE 
LAUNCH DISASTER. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) ; 


ITTSBURGH, May 12.—({Exclusive 
Dispatch.} Never in the history of 
Western Pennsylvania has there 


been such another fearful disaster as 


that of last night, when twenty-three 
lives are known to have been lost by 
the sinking of the overladen little 
launch Graham in the middle of the 
Ohio River, just below Pittsburgh. To- 
night nine bodies had been taken from 
the muddy waters of the Ohio, and it 
is certain that there are yet fourteen 
Others somewhere under the waters. 
Not one, save those accounted for last 
night, escaped. 

Daybreak found fully 10,000 people on 
the banks of the river, and many of 


„them were women relatives of the 


missing men. Early in the day seven- 
ty-five men were put to work dragging 
the river for the bodies. It was soon 
ascertained that, while the water in 
the Ohio channel last night at the 
point where the Graham went down 
was but eight feet deep, a great sand 
hole made a depth of twenty-three 
feet of water into which the unfortu- 
nates were plunged. During the day 
at least three women relatives of men 
drowned became temporarily deranged 
and attempted to throw themselves 
into the stream. 

One of the most striking features of 

the river horror was the case of young 
James Cotter, who was the support of 
his mother and several small brothers 
and sisters. Mrs. Cotter’s mind became 
unbalanced this morning over the news 
that her boy had been drowned and 
she had to be taken away from the 
river by force. She had been out of 
the hospital but a few days previous 
to yesterday. She collapsed utterly this 
morning, and tonight her life is de- 
spaired of and her reason seems entire- 
ly gone. 
There is great indignation here over 
the fact that the towboat Tornado 
swept by the drowning people, and her 
waves are thought to have brought 
death to some who would have swam 
out under other conditions. Those res- 
cued declare they cried out to the pass- 
ing -boat and the crew answered them 
with a laugh, turning the searchlight 
on the drowning men and continuing 
on its way. Members of the crew say 
they thought it was a crowd of swim/4 
mers trying to fool the boat into check- 
ing its course. The action of the Tor- 
nado is being rigidly investigated and 
its license may be lifted. 

Harry Gotheridge, one of the sur- 
vivors, whose brother was lost, Said: 

“We had got about a third of the 
Gistance across the river when sud - 
denly felt as if I were sinking. In an- 
er minute I felt the cold water about

PILING UP. 


WALKER WOES 


Naval Officer in Hospital 
Takes ’Em'Calmly. 


Wife Will Sue for Divorce; 
Says He's Willing. 


Banker Brother Holds Back 
on Cash Desired. 


Troubles are piling up for Lieuten-. 
ant-Commander James E. Walker, UV. 
S. N., whose mysterious illness and dis- 
appearance recently caused much con- 
cern among Nayy Department offi- 
cClals. His wife is about to file suit 
for divorce, alleging incompatibility of 
temperament and other things a little 
more serious; has yet to explain to 
the depart the reason for his de- 
lay in obeying orders to report to his 
home in North Carolina, and his 
brother, said to be president of two 
banks in Charlotte, N. C., has declined 
to honor a sight draft for $350, issued 
by the naval officer to pay bills in- 
curred during his sightseeing stay in 
Los Angeles. 

In the face of all these things, which 
would make an average man the least 
bit in the world worried, Walker is 
cheery and chipper: quite willing to 
tell the story of his woes, and to lay 
the blame, where he says it belongs, 
macs | his own broad shoulders. At his 
room in the Pacific Hospital last night, 
the commander, speaking of his wife, 
said: 72 

“The separation between my wife 
and myself is to be as hard and as 
permanent ‘as 1 can make it. She 
thinks she has complaint against me, 
and I am saying nothing. She is to 
get the divorce. The only thing that 
I am determined upon is that she 
gets one.” 
According to the tale of the com- 
mander, he met his wife, then a Miss 
Stonebeater, when he was Consul-Gen- 
eral at Yokohama. It was a love 
match, and a naval wedding soon fol- 
lowed. 

SMASH IN THREE WEEKS. 

“It all went to smash three weeks 
afterward,” said the commander. 1 
was ordered to join the staff of Pres- 
ident (then Secretary) Taft, on his trip- 
to Russia. I went to Manila, where 
Mr. Taft then was, and joined the 
party. On leaving the islands, I tele- 
graphed my wife, asking her to meet 
us at Nagasaki. : 

1 had wired to her that I should 
be forced to return with the Taft 
party as far south as Hongkong and 
probably farther. On the morning of 
our departure from Korea, I had gone 
with a party of officers in the Rusetan 
service to look over some fortifications 
near the town. 


trump, got steam up on the fastest of 
their torpedo destroyers and carried 
me out to the fleet. We overtook 
the ships all right, but I was placed 
under arrest for overstaying my 
leave. That delayed me so that 1 
went as far south as Shanghai with 
the Taft party before I could return 
to my post in Yokohama. My wife 
was not tnere but instead remained at 
Nagasaki, where she had gone with 
her friends. 

“Shortly after that I was taken sick 
and was forced to return to the States 
for treatment. The breach between 
my wife and myself widened con- 
stantly. I was ordered to take charge 
of the Newark and proceed to Cuba 
after the burning of the training ship 
Monongahela. She at first refused to 
join me. Later she changed her mind 
and came down on a Ward liner. 


DECIDE TO SEPARATE. 


“At Havana things got to such a 
pass that we decided to separate for 
good, and I went back to the Naval 
Hospital in Brooklyn. She went to 
her family in Washington. Just 
about that time I was ordered to 
Guam as Territorial Governor. We 
patched up an armed truce and she 
went with me. In Guam it got be- 
yond all bearing. There are but few 
people in Guam that a man can as- 
sociate with—a couple of Spanish 
families. There were some very pretty 
girls there—and—well, then came a 
sunstroke that laid me out completely. 

was sent to the Naval Hospitai 
at Yokohama for treatment and got 


to join me there at all. On my return 
to Guam I was ordered back to my 
home in Charlotte, N. C. Mrs. Walker 


went with me as far as Manila, and 


there I decided that the only thing 
we could do to rectify the mistake we 
had made was to separate. On the 
transport Sherman, in which I came 
back to San Francisco, I gave orders 
that she was not to be admitted to 
my cabin, and though there were one 
or two unpleasant scenes, she never 
got in. 

“She went to Washington, 
where her family is living, and it is up

abandoned. 

Scores of automobiles and heavily- 
laden wagons toiled past the camp yes- 
terday, for the bit of road to be re- 
built is one of the worst in this sec- 
tion. eit is ful of ruta and chuck- 
holes; in summer is deep with dust 
and in winter has been so heavy with 
mud as to be almost impassable.

This first stretch of the 307-mile sys- 
tem provided for under the big bond 
issue will cost a little more per mile, 
it is estimated, than portions to be 
built later.

Before this section of the El Monte 
road is completed it is expected that 
contracts will have been let for sev- 
eral other portions ot the highway 
system. Probably the next to be un- 
dertaken will be the extension of Wi 
shire boulevard westerly through Bev- 
erly Hills, to the Soldiers’ Home, where 
it will connect with San Vicente boule- 
vard, providing a good roads connec- 
tion with Santa Monica. Progress on 
the Wilshire boulevard improvement is 
delayed because of the refusal of one 
extensive property owner to give the 
right of way necessary for a 190-foo 
thoroughfare. 

It may be that, on account of this 
delay, plans for the Harbor boulevard 
will be the next to be submitted to 
contractors for bids. This boulevard, 
as projected, connects with Main street 
at the southerly city limits of Los 
Angeles, and passes through Gardena, 
continuing to the Wilmington city lim- 
its. Most of the right of way for the 
Harbor boulevard has been secured. 
The work on this bohlevard will be 
quite expensive, as a heavy fill must 
be made for a considerable distance 
through Nigger Slough.

TARIFF LEMON. 

The downward revisionists of the tariff, eas’, 
west, north and south, and from the islands of the 
sea, have concentrated in an effort, which we hope 
will be vain, to hand California a very sour lemon. 
The interests of this State, particularly those of 
agriculture, have been particularly well safeguard- 
ed by our representatives in the two branches of 

The duties provided in the tariff sched- 
ules now in force are generally to stand on every- 
thing that concerns intimately the people of Cali- 
fornia. 

Two years ago, when the semi-free-trade cam- 
paign was started for lower tariff duties, The 
Times saw the grave danger to California inter- 
ests in this crusade. The appeal was made fre- 
quently and emphatically to Pacific Coast repre- 
sentatives not to join in the semi-Democratic attack 
upon the protective principle in the tariff. We ad- 
vised all to stand together, and if other States had 
any grievance, this not touching our concerns, we 
were sure to gain more by “standing pat” than by 
crying aloud for revision downward. California 
members of Congress in both branches saw the wis- 
dom of getting into this attitude, and they have 
lined up pretty solidly there, gaining much 
#trength by so doing. | 

About the only home stake in jeopardy today is 
the increased duty on lemons asked by the Cali- 
fornia delegation. The fact that our people stood 
with the real Republicans in Congress and fought 
earnestly and consistently for real Republican pro- 


influence in obtaining what was desirable from our 
point of view. This is partiaularly noticeable. in 
obtaining from the Senate committee provision for 
increasing the existing duties on lemons. 

The great impetus given to orange growing in 
this State during the twelve years of the Dingley 
tariff, and the slow progress made in extending 
the lemon acreage of the State, furnish a strong 
argument in favor of this increased duty. The 
success resulting from the protection to the orange 
industry and the failure from the present measure 
of protection afforded to lemon growers indicate 
very clearly that the protection to lemons is not 
sufficient. Another unanswerable argument is found 
in the great decrease in the importation of oranges 
since the Dingley tariffs went into effect and the 
small check given to the importations of lemons. 
The conclusion is inevitable that lemons produced 
in Sicily ‘and the extreme south of Italy, ‘where 
labor is the cheapest in all Europe, can compete 
successfully with the California lemon industry 
unless a higher degree of protection is afforded. 

But the Atlantic (Hast cities are up in a 
against our interests. Their interests are in lem- 
ons grown in Sicily and Southern Italy, not n 
those grown in California. They are making a hot 
campa against the increased duty and they may 
succeed. We should all get busy and bring to bear 
in Washington every ounce of influence at our com- 
mand to help the committee of citrus fruit growers 
on the spot holding up the hands of our Senators 
and members of the House of Representatives. 

The fight for Republican tariff principles is not 
won. In the detailed discussion of separate 
schedules in the House of Representatives and in 
the Senate the Republicans who stand for the prin- 
ciples of the party have received much aid from 
common-sense Democrats. As each schedule comes 
up there is a new alignment in the vote. The 
Louisiana members of Congress help the Republi- 
cans in Congress to maintain the duties on sugar 
and fruits. The members from the South generally 
vote for abundant protection to all cotton fabrics. 
The Floridans are with us on eitrus fruits, and so 
down the line. But we must not be misled by this 
effective aid coming from the enemy on individual 
schedules, When it comes to a vote upon the bill 
upon its final passage probably every Democrat in 
both branches of Congress will give a loud, em- 
phatic Ne“ against the whole bill. In this final 
vote the decision wil] rest with the Republicans.

ators like Bourne of Oregon, Bristow of Kansaa, 
La Follette of Wisconsin and Cummins of Iowa are 
hopeless. In the final vote it may be different with 
Dolliver. Nelson of Minnesota has always been a 
very thorough-going Republican and may be doing 
politics in Minnesota in joining now with the ir- 
reconcilables. 

There is an unlucky thirteen who thus far are 
noncommittal. Among them are men like Scott of 
West Virginia, Du Pont of Delaware, Elkins of 
West Virginia, and Guggenheim of Colorado. That 
these will “come into camp“ and vote for the Ald- 
rich bill is reasonable to suppose. Jones, the new 
Senator from Washington, is numbered among the 
uncertainties, but as the State has much to gain 
from the passage of the bill as it stands, there is 
hope that he will be found among the supporters 
of the bill on its final passage. : 

Senator Aldrich is no tyro in parliamentary 
work. He has played his cards with consummate 
skill. By the high duty he is fighting for on lead 
he will probably secure six or ‘eight senatorial! 
votes from the mining States. But, looking at the 
matter statistically, we see that the bill will have 
a close run. There are thirty-four Senators now 
committed to it, and twelve more votes must be 
had to pass the bill. It is said by the irreconcil- 
ables that twelve of the twenty-five who are now 
standing out will stand out to the last. If this 
claim is correct there is a very narrow margin 
for the bill. 


DUCATING OUR WARDS. 
For a country which observed so faithfully 
the advice of Washington about avoiding entangling 
alliances as we did for a hundred years, we are 
doing pretty well under our new régime. As col- 
enizers we knew nothing except from the experi- 
ence of others, having had none of our own. But 
in ten years we have shown a good deal of apti- 
tude in dealing with new and difficult problems. 

Hawaii and Porto Rico are the only insular pos- 
sessions which we can fully call our own. The 
islands in the Pacific were colonized mostly by our 
people long before they came under our flag. These 
colonists and their descendants made it easier to 
manage the insular affairs of the Hawaiian archi- 
pelugo. 

Porto Rico was a brand-new possession, inhabited 
by a people thoroughly alien and far from being 
so highly developed as the American colonists in 
Hawaii. They are a docile and on the whole eas- 
ily governed people in the old Spanish colony in 
the Atlantic, and generally they have taken with a 
good deal of cordiality to American ways, Sent 
to administer the affairs of the island were men 
of capacity and thorough integrity. The treatment 
of the islanders was just, and our administration 
has been helpful to the inhabitants. We have given 
them an opportunity of acquiring à liberal educa- 
their point of view and they have taken

under American rule and the plane of living for

Politics have given ds trouble down there, as 
might be expected. They are a free and easy-going 
people and not stomed to trouble themselves 
much about the problem of “ways and means.“ 
They have a legislative assembly intrusted with 
the making of laws for local t. The 
administration of the taxes was put into the hands 
of the natives. At the recent session of the legis- 
lature adjournment was had without passing the 
appropriation bills, and sq the government of the 
island is left without a bit of support after the end 
of the current fiscal year, June 30 next. This 
failure to pass the appropriation bills was on ac- 
count of a political squabble between two parties 
striving for supremacy in the island. 

If children in school will not submit to 1.12 nec- 
of the institution, castigation 
must follow. So the President has sent a message 
to Congress calling attention to the gravity of the 
situation in Porto Rico. His suggestion is that the 
levying of taxes and providing for the adminis- 
tration of the government in the island be in a 
way withdrawn from the native legislative a#sem- 
bly and taken into the hands of the Congress of 
the United States. The President has some accu- 
rate and valuable knowledge on this head. He 
learned his lesson as Governor of the Philippines. 
By our Congressional provisions the taxation and 
distribution of the revenue in the Philippines and 
in the Hawaiian Islands are not intrusted to the 
native assemblies without strings, butare under the 
control of our own Congress. The President sug- 
gests the amendment of the Foraker act in such a 


way as to provide that when the legislative assem- 


bly adjourns without making necessary appropria- 
tions to carry on the government, sums equal to 
the appropriations made the previous year for the 
respective branches of the government shall auto- 
matically become available for the year for which 
provision failed to be made. This is the applica- 
tion of our law in the Philippines and in the Ha- 
waiian Islands, and the President says: “It has 
prevented in these two countries the misuse of 
power.” 


The Porto Ricans seem at the present time to be 


a little bit forgetful of what the United States has 
done for them and need to be brought to their 
senses. The President in his message to Congress 
says: “There never was a time in the history of 
the island when the average prosperity of the 
Porto Rican has been higher, his opportunity 


greater, his liberty in thought and action more se- 


cure. For tpe first time in its history Porto Rico 
is living under laws enacted by its own legisla- 
ture.” 


A San Francisco’ jury has come to the conclusion 
that Luther Brown did not kidnap Editor Fremont 
Older enough to hurt. If Luther Brown cannot be 
convicted of almost anything, it is hard to believe 
that anybody can be convicted in San Francisco. 
As a matter of fact, however, kidnaping Fremont 
Older could not be construed as an offense more 
serious than a bad and unnecessary smell caused 


by a careless garbage-collector. 


ON’T TEAR PASSION, GOVERNOR! 
D Gov. Hadley of Missouri seems to have been 
eating tco much hog and hominy. His digestion 
is unable to take care of the load on his stomach 
and his mind is affected. He would better turn to 
“Hamlet” and read the advice of the melancholy 
Dane to the players. Gov. Hadley is not only in 
a passion, but he is tearing his passion “to tatters, 
to very “rags.” 

The Governor of Missouri or any other Governor 
may quarrel to his heart’s content with a railroad 
attorney, provided that the latter is efther feeble or 
not belligerent. But when the Governor of any 
State, at the hour the clock now strikes, undertakes 
to overrule decisions of the Federal court, he will 
find out sooner or later that he has made a mis- 
take. 

The court which Gov. Hadley so violently attacks 
may possibly have made a mistake. Courts do 80 
sometimes make them—especially the lower courts, 
and the lower one gets the greater the possibility 
of a mistake. 

Modern civilization has 1 thrown very 
strong safeguards around courts. ght or wrong, 
they are dangerous things to “monkey with” in any 


way except by due process of law. Tirades against 


courts never reverse them. Indeed, a violent raid 
upon any court is likely more or less to prejudice 
all courts against the person the attack. 
If the Federal court has in any way trespassed 
upon the authority of- the State of Missouri, the 
fact of such trespassing can be established only by 
taking the issue into the courts and getting a de- 
cision there. Gov. Hadley's proper method would 
be to keep all his garments intact and where they

Fearing Inability to Hold Place in 
the Graduating Class She Gives Up

Worry over her studies caused Miss 
| Myrtle Brown, 21 years - of age, a pret- 

ty student of the graduating class of 
the Glendale Union High School, to 
commit suicide late Tuesday night in 
this city, by inhaling illuminating gas. 

The dying girl was discovered by 
Mrs. Jessie McIntosh, who conducts an 
apartment-house at No, 511 Julian 
Street. She was taken to the Receiv- 
ing Hospital, but expired before ar- 
rival there. 

Pitiful is the story of the girl's brave 
fight against the odds of ill-lealth. 
Her difficulty in trying to keep up with 
her studies caused her no end of worry 
and made her timid.. She did not 
want her picture taken with other 
members of the graduating class be- 
cause she feared she would Fall to pass 
the examinations. She had lost cpnfi- 
dence in her ability, and, rather than 
longer face the doubt of success, she 


Miss Brown left her parents’ home 
on Wainut street, Tropico, Tuesday 
morning to go to school. She did not 
carry her lunch, as usual, and came 
direct to Los * Later in the 
day teachers the school telephoned

daughter was wanted for the group 
photograph to be made of the gradu- 
ating class. A search was then started 
and, as a last resort, the Los Angeles 
police were notified late that night. 

In the meantime, Miss Brown had 
wandered about the streets. At last 
she reached the San Julian-street 
apartment-house, and paid a month's 
rom rent in advance. She stated that 
she intended taking a course in book- 
and stenography.

A debate that enlivened the after- 
noon session popped up in the most 
unexpected way, and held the boards 
until almost 6 o'clock. Rev. William 
MacCormack, president of the board 
of missions, made a report on the past 
year’s activities, which involved the 
expenditure of about $8000, and asked 
on behalf of the board that the con- 
vention this year increase it to $12,600, 
assessing the amount per capita upon 
communicints. The report created 
great enthusiasm, and it looked as if 
there was no possible chance for a 
contest here, but a good hot 6ne was 
in the brew. 

At the morning session of the con- 
vention, Bishop Johnson read his an- 
nual address, in which he commented 
upon the opposition to the prevailing 
plan of assessment, but did not treat 
it seriously. 

Severa) years ago, the diocesan con- 


cant contribute to missions at the rate 
of 10 cents per month, and the result 
was so satisfactory that a later con- 
vention ordered that each parish be 
assessed at the rate of $1.20 per year 
per communicant for missions, while

Bishop Johnson said in his report:

I am here in the interest of the poor 
man. to tell you that we cannot pay 
what you ask, and now you want to 
impose more.“ 

He declared that the man who has 
nothing, is called upon to pay as much 
as the man who has an abundance, 
and that such a plan is both unfair 
and uncharitable. A number of rec- 
tors of small parishes supported Mr. 
Windsor, and the applause indicated 
a strong sentiment in favor of his 
contention. 

A Long Beach delegate declared that 
to go home and announce a 50 per 
cent. increase in mission assessments 
would paralyze his church, but make 
it voluntary, instead of a tax,” 
said, “and I will get the money.”

IN THE FAR EAST. 


According to a Chinese journal, the 
Kuang Yi Spinning Mill, Limited, in 
Changetehfu, Honan province, has a 
bright future, being centrally situated. 
It is the only spinning mill in the five 
northern provinces, and the cotton it 
consumes is produced locally’ in 
Chanftehju, costing $41 gold a bale. 
The mill has 26,000 spindles working 
day and night. The capital in use is 
$600,000 gold. 

In January the management of the 
South Manchurian (Japanese) Rail- 
way was radically reorganized, large- 
ly reducing executive and working ex- 


as many of the inferior positions as 
possible, and eventually all the station 
and train hands will be Chinese. They 
work for half as much as do Japanese. 
Moreover most of the patrons of the 
line are Chinese. Mr. Kunisawa (Jap- 
anese,) the new vice-president, is an 
engineer by profession, graduating at 
the Imperial University in Tokio in 
1887. He is the only one of the orig- 
nal eight directors, having actual rail- 
way experience. It will be noted how 
in this as in all other of their enter- 
prises, the Japanese arrange things to 
meet existing conditions, and achieve 
results. 

“The British are doing wonderfully 
good work in India, through the agency 
of the Indian Medical Corps, in stamp- 
ing out diseases in formerly pest- 
ridden distriets.“ says Lieut. Henry J. 
Nichols of the Board for the Study of 
Tropical Diseases, on his return from 
the Medical Congress recently held in 
Bombay.—[Manila Times. 

Draft animals are so scarce in the 
Philippines that it is proposed to im- 
port elephants from Ceylon to work in 
the lumber camps.. 

This year Java has 15,000 piculs (2.- 
000,000 pounds) of coffee for sale, says 
the London and China Telegraph. 

A big Australian syndicate will soon 
start mining operations on a large 
scale in Siam. It has acquired a big 
area of land from the government, 
right behind Tongkah town. 

The Japan steel foundry is increas- 
ing its capital from $5,000,000 to $7,500,- 
000, and will also borrow $7,500,000 
abroad to carry out the original 
scheme of the enterprise. 

Forty-eight Chambers of Commerce 
in Manchuria have at last succeeded 
in floating a bank with $7,500,000 cap- 
ital. with head off in Mukden and 
branches in all commercial centers of 
the province. 

For direct steampship service be- 
tween Java and Australia the Royal 
Packet Navigation Company has grant- 
ed a subsidy of $600 gold per voyage, 
says the Java Times. . 

Tillaijap, in Netherlands India, is 
going ahead rapidy as a shipping 
port. New warehouses and shops are 
springing up everywhere. Extensive 
harbor improvements about to begin at 
Tanjongpriok. Commercial Batavia is 
richer by the establishment of a clear- 
inghouse, set up by the leading banks. 
This is just one more of the many im- 
provements rapidly developing in the 
Far East, |

Japanese fishermen have 
deserted the three-mile sea limit bor- 
dering Kwantung province, and ply 
their trade in the deep and free wa- 
ters.

He stated this in a 
reply to a question from Prince Ito, 
the Japanese resident-general.

The Japan Advertiser says that in 
view of Japan's conciliatory attitude 
toward China, spinning shares have

Viadivostok, Siberia, is to have a 
new and much larger railway freight 
and passenger depot. The volume ‘of 
trade and traffic has largely increased, 
The Japanese Department of Agri- 
culture and Commerce has about com- 
pleted its investigation on the revision 
of the customs tariff, for Action as 
agreed in 1910. 
To reduce the influx of Koreans and 
Chinese into the Amur territorv, a 
residential tax of $250 a year on adults 
and $1.25 on minors (over 10 years of 
age) will be imposed. The Koreans 
are excellent agriculturists, to which 
the Russian peasants object, and the 
Chinese are sharp, shrewd traders and 
cheap workers—also objected to. As 
the Amur territory is very large, and 
practically undeveloped, this is an un- 
wise move. and would not be made 
were it not that 92 per cent. of the 
Russian peasantry is illiterate. 
Though offered 200,000, taels a year 
for the expense of his household, the 
Chinese Prince-Regent refused to ac- 
cept more than 150,000 taele (about 
$115,000.) As the German Emperor did 
with Bismark, so is the Prince-Regent 
doing with those officials whose strong 
and arbitrary rule is no longer advisa- 
ble—dismissing them. Thus will China 
prosper as Germany has prospered, un- 
der government freer to the people. 
For direct communication between 
Tokio and St. Petersburg. a scheme has 
been worked out and adopted by the 
directors of the Russian volunteer fleet, 
the Chinese Eastern Railway Company, 
the Japanese State Railways and the 
Japanese Steamship Company. A curi- 
ous contract stipulation is that the

tickets will- be printed in Japanese, 
Russian and English. The English 
language is fast becoming a “court of 
last resort” for all nations. 

Formosa is an exception to the de- 
pression at present existing in the 
world’s shipping trade.
